The Arcadia - Monrovle 
Ambulance Servi c e, the 
company that provides serv¬ 
ice for our area was ap¬ 
prised of the pending policy 
change in advance, and has 
pledged to continue their full 
cooperation in providing any 
back-up service needed. 

The Ehiergency Medical 
program operates on money 
donated by the citizens of 
Sierra Madre and the Medi¬ 
cal Unit was purchased with 
funds raised in a 10-week 
drive headed up by the local 
Kiwanis Club. In 1976. At 
Ihat time the cost was $16,- 
875 and it is felt that when 
replacement ti m e rolls 
around a new unit will cost 
in the vicinity of $24,000 for 
a comparable .unit.

Reilly explained that the 
increase was mandated by 
law becau.se the Budget Act 
for 1979-80 increastvl the al¬ 
location to fund the state 
Energy Commission to $21 
million a year. 

The Board of Equalization 
is directed by law to deter¬ 
mine and report the sur¬ 
charge rate necessary to 
generate the amount of 
money budgeted for the oper¬ 
ations of the Energy Com¬ 
mission.

But what may come as a 
surprise to you is that a 
Marxist Maryknoll prie s t 
signed for Nicaragua, de¬ 
claring that the support of 
the Vietnamese people wa.s 
a constant incentive to the 
Nicaraguan struggle. A radio 
report from Paris stated: 
“The Nicaraguan fore i g n 
minister. Father Mi g u e 1 
cl’Escoto, said the signing of 
the document fulfilled a 
long-time aspiration of his 
country.” The aspiration? A 
Communist takeover, o b - 
viously. 

As we all should have ex- 
pec-ted, the Communist Party 
in Nicaragua has emerged 
from the underground. It 
was reported from Managua 
that “After several decades 
of clandestine existence, be¬ 
cause of the Somoza dyn¬ 
asty’s decided anti • Com¬ 
munist policy .the Commu¬ 
nist Party of Nicaragua has 
come to life announcing its 
solidarity with the revolu¬ 
tionary process led by the 
Sandinist National Libera¬ 
tion Front .... (Communist 
Party secretary general) Al- 
tamirano asked all revolu¬ 
tionary forces unite in de¬ 
fense of the revolution. He 
added that the Communist 
Party and the F.S.L.N.’s ban¬ 
ners will stand together and 
their h 3 nnns will be sung as 
t symbol of an unbreakable 
union . . . .” 

Til just bet they will. And 
among those hymns will he 
“VVe Shall Overcome,” the 
favoritee of White House 
sycophants and .so - called 
“Civil Rights” activists. It 
seems innocent enough to 
gullible Americans, but it is 
not so innocent as you might 
think. In Spanish it is “Ven- 
cermos,” the Commun i s t 
song of expected triumph 
which first became well 
known as Fidel Castro’s de¬ 
fiant anthem. It means, of 
course, “We Shall Conquer.”

TTie no-nuke kooks get 
publicity by the carload, but 
the brilliant pro-nuclear 
.scientists get tlie big go by. 
I find the unadulterat e d 
truth only in the periodica,Is 
and books of conservative 
circles. Let the following 
tidbits speak for themselves. 


“The American Medical 
Association’s Coun c i 1 on 
Scientific Affairs reported 
recently that, among the 
principal fuels available for 
electricity production over 
the next 25 years, nuclear 
power has the lowest adverse 
impact on health,” says the 
Edison Electric Institute. 

Clarence E. Larson, form¬ 
er Commissioner of the Ato¬ 
mic Energy Commission, re¬ 
ports that “A person living 
every minute at the boun¬ 
dary of one of our licensed 
nuclear plants — drinking 
discharge water, breathing 
the air and ea.tirig fish from 
the same water — would 
have to remain there for 
more tba,n 200 years to get 
the same radiation exposure 
effecs as will result from a 
single chest x-ray.” 

Then take Professor Petr 
Beckmann, the distinguished 
energy scientist of the Uni¬ 
versity of Color ado. Dr. 
Beckmann notes in his news¬ 
letter “Access to Energy” 
that in Colorado the natural 
radio-acltuty is more than 
Iwice the haional average, 
hut the cancer rate is 30 per 
cent balow that of the rest 
of the country! Dr. Beck¬ 
mann also deplores the gen¬ 
eral hysteria over radiatioti, 
since "everj’’ time the anti¬ 
nuclear fanatics hold a meet¬ 
ing they receive more radia¬ 
tion from each other than 
they would living near a 
nuclear power -plant.” 

Dr. Edward Teller, to bor¬ 
row a phrase, puts the 
whole affair down where the 
cats can get at it. He ex¬ 
pains that “in sleeping with 
a woman, one gets just 
slightly less radioactivi t y 
than from a nuclear reactor; 
but to sleep with two wo¬ 
men is very, very danger¬ 
ous.”

Ha,noi’s spies "have 
been on almost every refu¬ 
gee boat that has left Viet¬ 
nam in the past half-year.” 

Nguyen Kyo Dong, head 
of a refugee camp in Kijan, 
and Hoang Coao Bang, a 
doctor in the nearby Umg- 
gat camp, asked the column¬ 
ist to “please warn the 
American people.” U.S. auth¬ 
orities have reportedly been

trators are. Neverheless the 
auhorities have decided to 
let several hundred of these 
Communist agents come in 
to the U.S. where they will 
be under surveillance in the 
hope that they will lead 
American agents to the re¬ 
mainder of the network! 

Dong told Yates that “Peo¬ 
ple in his camp have come 
to me with stories about 
relatives in America who 
have been told their fami¬ 
lies in Vietnam will be ex¬ 
ecuted if they don’t do what 
they are told. So even 
though they have risked 
their lives to escape oppres¬ 
sion in Vietnam, they find 
the oppression has followed 
them.” 

Congressma.n Harold Saw¬ 
yer (R.-Mich.) has con¬ 
firmed that former Vietcong 
guerrillas among the infil- 
trator !3 may receive prefer¬ 
ence as Aslans for Jobs, 
training, and loans — even 
being granted status over 
American military veterans 
who are not members of a 
"minority” group.

Sawyer put it: “This means 
that a former Marine with a 
Purple Heart and a Silver 
Star for service in the Viet¬ 
nam War has to get behind 
a guy who was out there . . 

. . . shooting at him.”
